VENIZELOS DIES 
WHILE IN EXILE 


Health Fails After Revolt 
Collapses and Country 
Returns to Monarchy

The statesm an ’s health had been 
generally poor since he cam e 
to 
P aris after the failure of the Greek 
revolution of M arch, 1935, resu lt­ 
ed in restoration of the m onarchy 
and w recked the hopes of the Re 
publicans. 
His condition had grow n w orse 
last F riday; 
th e physicians said 
his h eart failed to stand th e strain 
of the Illness, and the patient lap s­ 
ed yesterday into sem i-conscious­ 
ness from 
which he was never 
aroused. 
H is follow ers w ere hopiug for 
his retu rn from his second re tire ­ 
m ent. 
Venizelos quit politics a fter an 
a ttem p t was m ade on his life in 
1933, 
and 
retired 
to 
his native 
C rete, but he did not stay th ere 
long. 
A fter th e collapse of the M arch 
revolution which he headed, Veni- 
zeloB fled from the island south of 
G reece to Paris.

said. 
Termed “ Revolt of Taxpayers"

em inent.” com m ented M ackall. “I 
have been retained as atto rn ey tor 
the sponsors who are tired of con­ 
ditions.” 
M ackall said the m ovem ent was 
initiated as an afterm ath of the 
m unicipal tax levy election Moo 
day. w hen voters rejected a pro­ 
nosed 2 55-mm ^ir-raaao ‘a lf*** 
for governm ent operating funaa. 
sig n a tu re s equivalent to IO per­ 
cent of th o vote cast in th e 1935 
m unicipal election m ust be obtain­ 
ed.

T he law sets forth th a t the elec­ 
tion board ‘‘shall certify the peti­ 
tions to council w ithin 30 days, pro­ 
viding for th e subm itting of such 
question at a special election to be 
held not less than 60 n o r m ore 
than 90 days a fter th e filing of such 
petition,” 
It Is fu rth er provided th a t coun­ 
cil “shall appropriate w hat ever 
m oney m ay be necessary for the 
proper conduct of the election.”

RELIEF TO COST 
BILLIONANBHALF 


Roosevelt Asks Congress To 
Provide Funds for Use 
On WPA Projects

congress to ap p ro p riate $1,500,000,- 
000 for work relief during the next 
governm ent year beginning July I. 
In a special m essage to congress, 
the chief executive review ed 
the 
unem ploym ent 
problem , 
proposed 
th at the new funds go entirely to 
the w orks progress adm inistration 
and added; 
“The trend of reem ploym ent is 
upward, but this trend, a t its pres­ 
ent ra te of progress, is inadequate. 
1 propose therefore, th at we ask 
private business to extend its op­ 
erations so as 
to absorb an in­ 
creasing num ber of the unem ploy­ 
ed. . . . 
“If th e em ploym ent gains 
are 
substantial enough, 
no additional 
appropriation by the next congress 
from the fiscal year 1937 will be 
necessary. 
The 
u ltim ate 
cost of 
the federal 
works 
program 
will 
thus be determ ined by private en­ 
terp rise.” 
In m aking the request for $1.- 
500,000,000, 
Mr. 
R oosevelt 
noted 
that 
m ore 
than 
$1,000,000,000 
would be spent o u t of th e treasury 
in th e next fiscal year from prior 
approprations,

budget 
contained $600,000,000 for various 
public w orks and the civilian con­ 
servation corps.

T he sons and d au g h ters of those 
who perished when the Conemaugh 
poured m illions of gallons of w ater 
through a narrow valley in 1899 
w ere w ithout light o r gas, 
their 
food supply was th reaten ed and 
thousands were still m arooned in 
business buildings, unable to get 
out. 
E arly this m orning the w aters 
began receding. 
From a top-level 
of 16 feet, they subsided to five in 
dow ntow n streets. 
Police Chief H arry Klink said 
he knew of but tw o deaths but 
th ere were reports of th ree other 
drow nings in the Johnstow n ares.

T he reports of deaths throughout 
th e flood devastated w estern Penn­ 
sylvania area totaled 17. 
K link, who sent out a plea for 
all sta te agencies to help th e city, 
said no dam age estim ate could be 
m ade but the total would be w rit­ 
ten in hundreds of thousands, per­ 
h aps m illions.

30,000 W U LEAVE 
HOMES AT WHEELING 


Greatest Flood In History 
Threatens Valley

The worst flood in the history of tho East Liverpool 
district, surpassing the 40.6-foot mark set in 1013, was 
predicted by officials at Dam No. 8 today as the swollen 
Ohio river climbed toward a crest of 48 feet, expected 
here between 4 and 5 p. rn. 
Rising a half foot an hour, the stream, which over­ 
flowed its hanks af midnight, driving s c o r e s of families 
from homes in Smiths Ferry, Pa., Jethro, Wellsville and 
Stratton, and Arroyo and Congo, W. Va., reached the 43- 
foot mark, IO feet over the flood level, at noon. 
Death and destruction followed in the wake of tho 
torrent which roared out of control from Pittsburgh to 
Cincinnati and beyond, forcing suspension of operations 
at industrial plaids, halting trolley, bus and automobile 
traffic and imperiling the lives of houseboat residents here. 
35 Families Flee at Smiths Ferry 
Thirty-five families evacuated their homes at Smiths 
Ferry Tuesday about 11 p. in. as the water creeped into 
first floors, while lowland dwellers al Jethro, Wellsville, 
Arroyo and Congo followed suit. These sections were u n ­ 
der more than three feet of water shortly before noon 
today. 
Only three families were known to have fled at Je th ­ 
ro, although several other empty houses and buildings 
were flooded there, while rivermen reported 12 to 15 
homes along the Newell-Arrovo-Congo riverfront were 
vacated. A truck, owned by the Moore aud Smith Coal Co., 
of Arroyo, which was abandoned by the driver late Tues­ 
day night in a hollow near the hamlet after stalling on a 
road, was submerged at IO a. in. today. 
Wellsville Hard Hit. 
Wellsville, one of the hardest hit, was inundated for 
more than 12 blocks as backw ater and rising creeks poured 
over the streets. The Red Cross flood disaster committee 
and WPA workers aided about 20u families who aban­ 
doned their homes or moved household goods to second 
floors. 
The areas worst affected were at the Wells avenue 
bridge, Lisbon street. First and Third street, 21st street 
and Yellow' creek. The highway and street car bridges 
at the latter point w-ere under three feet of water. 
The flood swept over the site of the razed plant of 
the American Sheet and Tin Plate Co., while officials at 
the Sterling China Co. in 12th street and the Wellsville 
China Co. at Ninth street said the first floors had been 
welled shortly before noon. W ater poured into the cellar 
of the Stevenson foundry at 10:30 a. iii. and was expected 
to reach Hie machine shop this afternoon. 
Thompson Pottery Flooded 
The C. C. Thompson Pottery Co. in the River road 
here suspended operations today after two feet of water 
flooded the kiln and packing sheds. Dale Thompson, an 
executive, said equipment, bisque ware and other supplies 
had been moved to other departments, while no damage 
was anticipated to kiln* which had previously been closed 
for repairs. 
H. R. Frederick, superintendent of the Steubenville. 
East Liverpool and Beaver Valley Traction Co., reported 
city and interurban service was seriously crippled, while 
buses were taken off the River road. The latter service 
was halted Tuesday at l l p. rn., when the river swept 
over the highway at Ralstons crossing. The 11:30 p. rn. 
bus lo Reaver was unable to get through'owing to the 
depth of the water 
Beaver creek and near Vanport. 
City cars and interurban* were running between Sil­ 
ver’s switch, near the Wellsville city limits, and Beaver 
creek during the forenoon, but no through passengers 
were carried. A city car was operating between Third 
street aud 17th street, Wellsville, and another was run­ 
ning between Smiths Ferry and Midland, Pa. Passengers 
were forced to transfer at both ends of the line. 
Owing to three inundations in the vicinity of Strat­ 
ton, no service was provided into Steubenville, and con­ 
nections to Industry and Beaver were discontinued. 
Owing to flood conditions, the Wellsville public 
schools were dismissed at noon, Supt. S. E. Daw an ­ 
nounced.

PRESENT TAXING METHODS 
WONT BALANCE BUDGET 


Day Not Far Distant When Burden 


Will Be Felt By All Classes

WASHINGTON, March 1$.—The biggest 
and most important piece of new* out of 
Washington these days is the revelation 
that the Roosevelt administration really 
cannot 
balance 
the 
budget 
by 
present 
methods of taxation. 
For nearly two weeks the ways and 
means committee has been struggling with 
th# tax plan offered it by President Roose­ 
velt In order to raise about $620,000,000 a 
year. 
But it develops now that no such 
amount eau be raised by the proposed tax 
on undivided surpluses earned by corpora­ 
tions in the future. 
As for raising the 
$3,000,000,000 a year needed to balance the 
budget, the method and manner of achiev­ 
ing that objective is atli! undiscovered. 
This being a political year, congress is 
reluctant to broaden the tax base or adopt 
a sales tax or any of the other revenue 
devices that will bring down on senators 
and representatives the political wrath of 
the consuming public. 
Between 3,000,000 
and 4,000.000 persons handed in income tax 
returns this week and the remainder of the 
gainfully employed persons, estimated to be 
about 40,000,000 or thereabouts, probably 
believed that the federal tax problem was 
not In any way bearing down on them. 
Burden Of All Classes 
Yet the day is not far distant when the 
weight of federal taxes will have to be felt 
by all classes of people if the government is 
to stop the borrowing process that is run­ 
ning up the national debt so rapidly. 
The 
administration hopes to avoid this step till 
after the November elections In the hope 
that no political repercussion will arise In 
the coming campaign. That the taxation of 
all incomes down to $750 or thereabouts 
directly and the taxation of all persons in­ 
directly may be looked for in the next three 
y e a n no longer can be doubted. 
In truth, 
the end of the soak-the-rlrh program is in 
sight. 
The point has been re a r e d where 
the administration has the alternative of 
kiillUR the gooae that lays the golden egg— 
that is, stifling industry and forcing more 
unemployment and an increase of relief ex­ 
penses—or soaking the poor as well as the 
rich with new taxes—or cutting expenses 
drastically. 
The apectacle of a congress trying to 
find a way lo raise $620,DUO,OOO when the 
sums actually to be raised to achieve a 
balanced budget are about five times that 
amout la not a happy one. 
Friends of the 
administration conceal It or camouflage it 
whilst 
critics 
are 
regarded 
as 
public 
enemies if they even hint st the forth­ 
coming dangers to national credit in the 
event that some comprehensive and pro­ 
ductive tax raising scheme Is sot soon 
adopted. 
I t s au ill wind that blows no good, how­ 
ever, for lf the tax money cannot be raised 
without impairing business and industry 
and thus increasing unemployment, then 
the national demand for economizing on 
federal expenses will soon rise up and 
cause many a member of congress to Iobo 
bis seat. 
Problem Confronts All 
The problem is a serious #>ne, no matter 
who is elected president. Now that the debt 
has been incurred, the question of how to 
pay it back should be non political. 
Yet 
th# question of whether all the federal ex­ 
penses are actually necessary is bound to 
become political. 
The campaign may well 
center on the theme— waste, and extrava­ 
gance. 
What has been borrowed to date. $31,600.- 
000,000, is not excessive in itself. 
America 
can stand such a public debt. 
It Is not the 
six* of the public debt, on the other hand, 
but the rate at which it is piled up that 
gives cause for concern to economists and 
fiscal experts of that school of thought 
which believes that money borrowed from 
the people ought not to be repudiated by 
inflation or by any other means but should 
really be paid back to the lenders. 
As matters stand today, the citizen can­ 
not reach the spenders. 
Budget responsi­ 
bility is not assumed by either the Repub­ 
licans or the Democrats lit congress. Court 
action against waste of public funds is vir­ 
tually impossible because decisions thus 
far lipve prevented an aggrieved citizen 
from getting a case before the judical 
branch of the government. 
Power To Spend Unlimited 
Some day an ingenious student of the law 
will find a way to enjoin waste of public 
money or else the public will find a way to 
amend the federal Constitution to provide 
such a check aa is to be found in the state 
constitutions. 
Today congress has virtually unlimited 
power to spend and the American people 
have the unlimited privilege of paying what­ 
ever taxes are imposed upon them. 
They 
have no direct voice In expenditure and the 
shibboleth "taxation without representation 
Is tyranny," has no concrete meaning uow 
adays, especially as the federal budget be­ 
comes intertwined in a hundred and on# 
other issues, making party responsibility 
for expenditure hard to define in terms of 
specific candidacies at the polls.

132 years ago. with their Punch and Judy 
outfits, to entertain the settler*, and pre­ 
sumably met with fairly liberal patronage; 
otherwise it may be presumed, they would 
not have continued on the road.

Southern Confederacy. 
He was Isaac M urphy, a native 
of 
Pennsylvania 
who 
waa 
born 
Oct. 16, 1802. 
At 
th e age of 32 
y ears he removed to H untsville, 
Ark., w here he tau ght school. 
In 
1835 he was adm itted to the bar in 
A rkansas. 
He con tin u ed teaching 
school, practicing law as a side line 
until 1849 he Joined the gold rush 
to C alifornia. 
Five years later he returned to 
H untsville, Ark. 
He had previous­ 
ly m arried .Miss Angelina A. Lock 
h art of T ennessee and becam e the 
fa th e r of six daughters. 
He was 
elected to th e state senate in 1856. 
Before th e cap tu re of F o rt Sum p­ 
ter, A rkansas called a convention 
to determ in e w hether or not the 
sta te would join o th ers in Dixie in 
w ithdraw ing from the union over 
the question of slavery and Mr. 
M urphy was nam ed the delegate 
from M adison county. 
At the first m eeting Qf the con­ 
vention a m ajority of the delegates 
favored rem aining in the Union. It 
was then decided to subm it the 
question to a vote of the people In 
August. 
Then Fort S um pter fell. 
So intense was the feeling th a t the 
convention reassarnbled and w ith­ 
out w aiting for the election all but 
five delegates voted for secession. 
Four of these five dissen ters later 
were 
prevailed 
upon 
to 
change 
th eir votes but Isaac M urphy re­ 
mained adam ant in bls opposition. 
He returned to H untsville a fter 
the convention ended but the situ a­ 
tion 
becam e 
unbearable 
in 
the 
town in which he bad lived for 
som e 
m any 
years. 
L eaving 
his 
fam ily in Huntsville, he fled to the 
N orth and joined, the Union arm y 
under G eneral Samuel 
R. C urtis 
and his arm y captured H ot Springs 
on Sept. IO. 1863 and Isaac M urphy 
was m ade the provisional governor 
of the state by President Lincoln. 
His death occurred Sept. 8, 1882 
when he was in bls 8'Jth year.

By Faulty Habits 


Sleeplessness Often Due To 
Worry, Irregular Hours, 
Incorrect Eating

Not so long ago I told you aliout 
the im portance of sleep for the in­ 
fant and growing child. I pointed 
out th at adequate hours of sleep 
are essential to proper grow th and 
developm ent. The important-® of de- 
veloping good sleeping h abits d u r­ 
ing childhood was urged upon the 
parents. 
W e all ag ree that sleep is essen- 
tial to health and happiness. 
But 
unfortunately, it is often difficult 
to obtain enough sleep. T his fail­ 
ure is usually due to a nervous dis­ 
order of som e sort. T hat v ariety of 
sleeplessness Is com m only spoken 
of as "insom nia.” 
T here a re various types of in­ 
som nia. 
Som e are mild and tem ­ 
porary in th e ir nature, but the per­ 
sistent form of insom nia la decid­ 
edly annoying. It may he due to 
some physical or m ental disorder. 
Often It can be traced to Incorrect 
eating habits, w orry, fatigue* and 
Irregular sleeping hours. O vereat­ 
ing, excessive sm oking and drink­ 
ing are o th er causes. 
Avoid Faulty H abits 
Many persons suffer from insom ­ 
nia because they are victim s 
of 
chronic 
digestive 
disturbances. 
Sym ptom s like dyspepsia, h e a rt­ 
burn and excessive gas form ation, 
are com m on causes of Insom nia. 
As a rule these com plaints, in their 
turn, can be traced to h asty e at­ 
ing. 
“ bolting” 
of food, 
irreg u lar 
• ating hours, undue excitem ent and 
severe em otion'll disturbance*. 
The victim of insom nia should 
m ake every effort to im prove his 
general health and m ust avoid all 
faulty habits. 
Baar in m ind 
that 
many w ho have a tendency to in­ 
som nia rem ain free from atta ck s 
as long as they pay atten tio n to 
diet and avoid 
em otional 
excite­ 
ment. 
T he food should be sim ple and 
nutritious. Avoid excessive qu an ti­ 
ties of m eats, pies, candles, salt, 
pepper and spices. Omit all fried 
and greasy foods from th e diet. 
The evening m eal should be a light 
one. 
A heavy starchy m eal often 
leads to digestive disturbances and 
insom nia. 
W arm b ath s are soothing and ald 
in prom oting re st and relaxation. 
They a re especially beneficial when 
taken a t night Just before retiring. 
Mild cases of Insom nia are often 
relieved by th is sim ple m easure. 
Avoid cold baths. They a re stim ­ 
ulating and best taken in th e m orn­ 
ing before the day’s w ork is be­ 
gun. As a m atter of fact, it is wise 
to avoid 
extrem ely hot 
and eg. 
trcm ely cold baths. They a re som e­ 
tim es detrim ental to health.

Election Within 90 Days 


After Filing Date 


A m ovem ent for a city m anager 
form of m unicipal governm ent here 
was initiated today. 
P. V. M ackall, attorney for a 
group of taxpayers whose names 
were not revealed, announced that 
he had prepared a petition for clr* 
culation, seeking submission of the 
proposal at a special election to be 
held within 90 days after the pro­ 
posal is filled with the Coluiflbiana 
county board of elections. 
The petition, based upon »ectlon 
3,515-1 
of the 
municipal charter 
act in the general code of Ohio, 
will be circulated at once, Mackall 
said. 
Termed “Revolt of Taxpayers’* 
“This might be termed a revolt 
of certain taxpayers against the 
present methods of municipal gov­ 
ernm ent.’’ commented Mackall. “I 
have been retained as attorney for 
the sponsors who are tirsA o f con­ 
ditions.” 
N Mackall said the m ovement was 
initiated as an aftermath of the 
municipal tax levy election Mon­ 
day, when voters rejected a pro­ 
posed 2.55-mill increase in taxes 
for government operating funds. 
Signatures equivalent to IO per­ 
cent of th© vote cast in the 1935 
municipal election must be obtain­ 
ed. 
Mackall 
estim ated 
between 
500 and 600 would be required. 
The law sets forth that the ©lee 
Hon board “shall certify the pet! 
tions to council within 30 days, pro­ 
viding for the submitting of such 
question at a special election to be 
held not less than 60 nor more 
than 90 days after the filing of such 
petition.” 
It is fu rth er provided th a t coun­ 
cil "shall appropriate w hat ever 
m oney m ay be necessary for the 
proper conduct of th e election.” 
Recall Provision Permitted 
The law also perm its a recall 
provision. 
If approved, the plan would be­ 
com e effective on the “first day of 
January following the next regular 
municipal election.” 
T he city m anager program pro­ 
vides for the election of five or 
m are councilm en, to be chosen at 
large, 
who 
shall 
constitute 
the 
governing pow er to pass ordinan­ 
ces. adopt resolutions, appoint a 
chief 
adm inistration 
officer, 
ap­ 
prove all appointm ents m ade by 
th e city m anager, except as other­ 
w ise provided, fix all salaries and 
appoint a civil service comm ission 
and all boards or com m issions cre­ 
ated by ordinance.

35 Families Flee at Smiths Ferry 
Thirty-five families evacuated their homes at Smiths 
Ferry Tuesday about l l p. in. as the w ater creeped into 
first floors, while lowland dwellers at Jethro, Wellsville, 
Arroyo and Congo followed suit. These sections w ere u n ­ 
der more than three feet of w ater shortly before noon 
today.

PRESENT TAXING METHODS 
WON'T BALANCE BUDGET 


Day Not Far Distant When Burden 
Will Be Felt By All Classes

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The biggest 
end most im portant piece of news out of 
Washington these days is the revelation 
that the Roosevelt adm inistration really 
cannot 
balance 
the 
budget 
by 
present 
methods of taxation. 
For nearly two weeks the ways and 
means committee has been struggling with 
the tax plan offered It by President Roose­ 
velt in order to raise about *820.000.000 a 
year. 
But it develop* now that no such 
amount can be raised by the proposed tax 
on undivided surpluses earned by corpora­ 
tions in the future. 
Aa for raising the 
*3,000.000.000 a year needed to balance the 
budget, the method and m anner of achiev­ 
ing that objective la still undiscovered. 
This being a political year, congress is 
reluctant to broaden the tax base or adopt 
a sales tax or any of the other revenue 
devices that will bring down on senators 
and representative* the political wrath of 
the consuming public. 
Between 3,000,000 
and 4,000.000 persona handed In Income tax 
returns this week and the rem ainder of the 
gainfully employed persons, estim ated to be 
about 40.000.000 or thereabouts, probably 
believed that the federal tax problem was 
not in any way bearing down on them. 
Burden Of All Classes 
Yet the day is not far distant when the 
weight of federal taxes will have to be felt 
by all classes of people lf the government is 
to stop the borrowing process that is run­ 
ning up the national debt so rapidly. 
The 
adm inistration hopes to avoid this step till 
after the November elections in the hope 
th at no political repercussion will arise In 
the coming campaign. That the taxation of 
all incomes down to *760 or thereabouts 
directly and the taxation of all persons in­ 
directly may be looked for In the next three 
years no longer can lie doubted, 
in truth. . 
the end of the soak-the-rlch program la In 
sight. 
Tho point has been reached where 
the administration lias the alternative of 
killing the goose tiiat lays tile golden egg—• 
that Is, stifling Industry and forcing more 
unemployment and an increase of relief ex­ 
penses—or soaking the poor as well as the 
rich with new taxes—or cutting expense* 
drastically. 
The spectacle of a congress trying to 
find a way to raise *620.000,000 when the 
sums actually to be raised to achieve a 
balanced budget are about five times that 
am out is not a happy one. 
Friends of the 
administration conceal it or camouflage it 
whilst 
critics 
are 
regarded 
as 
public 
enemies if they even hint at the forth­ 
coming dangers to national credit In the 
event that some comprehensive and pro­ 
ductive tax raising schem e is not soon 
adopted. 
It's an III wind that blows no good, how 
ever, for if the tax money cannot be raised 
without Impairing business and industry 
and thus Increasing unemployment, then 
the national demand for economizing on 
federal expenses will soon rise up and 
cause many a member of congress to lose 
his seat. 
Problem Confront* All 
The problem is a serious one, no m atter 
who is elected president. Now that the debt 
has been Incurred, the question of how to 
pay it back should be non-political. 
Yet 
the question of whether all the federal ex­ 
penses are actually necessary is bound to 
become political. 
The campaign may well 
center on th* them e—waste, and extrava­ 
gance. 
W hat has been borrowed to date, *31,GOO.- 
000,000, Is not excessive In itself. America 
can stand such a public debt. 
It ta not the 
si ie of the public debt, on the other hand, 
but the rate at which it is piled up that 
gives cause for concern to economists and 
fiscal experts of that school of thought 
which believes that money borrowed from 
the people ought not to be repudiated by 
Inflation or by any other means but should 
really be paid back to the lenders. 
As m atters stand today, tho citizen can­ 
not reach the spenders. 
Budget responsi­ 
bility Is not assumed by either the Repub­ 
licans or Die Democrats in congress. Court 
action against waste of public funds is vir­ 
tually impossible because decisions thus 
far have prevented an aggrieved citizen 
from getting a case before the Judical 
branch of the government. 
Power To Spend Unlimited 
Some day an ingenious student of the law 
will find a way to enjoin waste of public 
money or else the public will find a way to 
amend tile federal Constitution to provide 
such a check as is to be found in the state 
constitutions. 
Today congress has virtually unlimited 
power to spend and the American people 
have the unlimited privilege of paying what­ 
ever taxes are imposed upon them. 
They 
h ate no direct voice in expenditure and the 
shibboleth "taxation without representation 
is tyranny." has no concrete meaning now­ 
adays, especially as the federal budget be­ 
comes intertwined in a hundred and one 
other issues, making party responsibility 
for expenditure hard to define in term s of 
specific candidacies at the polls.

ly m arried Miss Angelina A. Lock­ 
hart of Tennessee and became the 
father of six daughters. 
He was 
elected to the state senate in 1866. 
Before the capture of Fort Sum p­ 
ter, Arkansas called a convention 
to determ ine w hether or not the 
state would Join oth ers in D ills in 
withdraw ing from the union over 
the question of slavery and 
Mr. 
Murphy was named the delegate 
from Madison county. 
At the first meeting of the con 
vention a majority of the delegates 
favored remaining in the Union. It 
was then decided to submit the 
question to a vote of che people In 
August. 
Then Fort Sum pter fell. 
So Intense was the feeling that th© 
convention reassembled and with­ 
out waiting for the election all but 
five delegates voted for secession. 
Four of these five dissenters later 
were 
prevailed 
upon 
to

their votes but Isaac Murphy re ­ 
mained adam ant In bls opposition. 
He returned to Huntsville after 
the convention ended but the situa­ 
tion 
became 
unbearable

family in Huntsville, he fled to the 
North and joined the Union army 
under General Samuel 
R. 'Curtis 
and his arm y captured Hot Springs 
on Sept. IO.

In the matter of games won and 
lost this year s team ranked high

N ot so long ago I told you aliout 
the im portance -if sleep for th e in 
fan t and grow ing child. I tain ted 
out th a t adequate hours of sleep 
are essentia! to proper grow th and 
developm ent. The im portance of de- 
veloping good sleeping h abits d u r­ 
ing childhood was urged upon the 
p arents. 
W e all ag ree that sleep is essen ­ 
tial to health and happiness. 
But 
unfortunately, it is often difficult 
to obtain enough sleep. T his fail­ 
ure is usually due to a nervous dis­ 
o rder of som e sort. T hat variety of 
sleeplessness is com m only spoken 
of as "insom nia.” 
T h ere a re various types of in ­ 
som nia. 
Som e arn mild and tem ­ 
porary in th eir nature, but the per- 
sisten t form of insom nia is decid­ 
edly annoying. It may be due to 
som e physical or m ental disorder. 
O ften it can be traced to incorrect 
eating habit*, w orry, fatigue and 
irreg u lar sleeping hours. O vereat 
iug, excessive sm oking and d rin k ­ 
ing a re other cause*. 
Avoid Faulty H abits 
Many persons suffer from insom ­ 
nia because they are victim s 
of 
chronic 
digestive 
disturbances. 
Sym ptom s like dyspepsia, 
h e a rt­ 
burn and excessive gas form ation, 
are comm on causes of Insom nia. 
As a rule these com plaints, in th eir 
turn, can be traced to h asty e a t­ 
ing. 
“bolting” 
of food, 
Irreg u lar 
cating hours, undue excitem ent and 
severe em otional disturbances. 
T he victim of insom nia should 
m ake every efforl to Im prove his 
general health and m ust avoid all 
faulty habits. 
Bear in m ind 
th at 
m any who have a tendency to in­ 
som nia rem ain free from a tta ck s 
as long as they i>ay atten tio n to 
diet and avoid 
em otional 
ex cite­ 
m e n t 
T he food should be sim ple and 
nutritious. Avoid excessive q u an ti­ 
ties of m eats, pics, candies, salt, 
pepper and spices. Omit all fried 
and greasy foods from the diet. 
T he evening m eal should be a light 
one. 
A heavy starch y meal often 
leads to digestive disturbances and 
insom nia. 
W arm baths are soothing and ald 
in prom oting re st and relaxation. 
T hey a re especially beneficial when 
taken a t night ju st before retiring. 
Mild cases of insom nia are often 
relieved by th is sim ple m easure. 
Avoid cold baths. They are stim ­ 
ulating and best taken in the m orn­ 
ing before the day’s w ork is be­ 
gun. 
As a m atter of fact, it is w ise 
to avoid 
extrem ely hot 
and ex­ 
trem ely cold baths. They a re som e­ 
tim es detrim ental to health.

his heart tailed to stand the strain 
of the Illness, and the patient laps­

His followers were hoping for 
his return from his second retire­ 
ment. 
Venizelos quit politics after an 
attempt was made on his life in 
1933, 
and 
retired 
to 
his native 
Crete, but he did not stay there 
long. 
After the collapse of the March 
revolution which he headed. Vent- 
zslos fled from the island south of 
Greece to -Paris.
